nonunion basis; the second, the con­ 
ceding to the demands of the union, 
as all other Ohio operators have done, 
and third, going before the next leg- 
lsiatm e with an amendment to the 
screen eoal law. 
It 's rot likely anything will be 
done toward new legislation until the 
United States supreme court hands 
down a decision on the constitutional­ 
ity of the Ohio screen coal law. .The 
Ohio coal case is on the summary 
docket of the court and will probably 
he reached by Jan 1.

Horner pies, within which are 
concealed small gifts and fa­ 
vors, are vouspieuous at holi 
day parties. One design is in the shape 
of a luiue Christmas bell. 
It is of gold 
paper, with clusters of holly tied in 
with searlet gauze ribbon, and 
is to be suspended by riblKui from a 
chandelier. Inside the white tissue pa­ 
per lining are concealed two dozen fa­ 
vors, each one connected with a long 
streamer of searlet gauze ribbon with 
a little gilt bell at the end. 
The same design is carried out in an 
immense bell covered with frosted sil­ 
ver paper and decorated with sprays 
of mistletoe tied with green and sear­ 
let tulle. 
The mistletoe harmonizes 
with the frostiness of the silver paper, 
and the tulle is even lighter and pret 
tier than the gauze ribbon. 
The indi 
vidual bells are of silver to match. 
A big plum pudding llorner pie, made 
of just, the right shade of brown crape 
paper and with many little depressions 
showing simulated bits of fruit made 
1 of black glazed paper, is another de 
sign. Each simulated plum is the start­ 
ing place for a ribbon attached to a 
gift, so that each guest is literally ask­ 
ed to “pull out a plum" from the eon 
tents of the big dish. The dish is sur 
rounded with a circle of holly tied with 
a full bow of scarlet tulle. 
Another Horner pie. designed to hang 
from a central chandelier, is in the 
form of a fashionable muff, with many 
frillings of white crape paper and an 
elaborately arranged lining of vvliitt 
tissue, inside of which are the gilts 
The muff represents white fur and i 
made of short fringes of paper. 
< m 
each side is fastened a spray of mistle­ 
toe attached to the end of each red 
ribbon hanging from the Inside of ttn 
muff. 
Where the Jack Horner pie is to b* 
used as a centerpiece on a table a small 
natural Christmas tree makes a pretty 
decoration. The gifts can be arranged 
In a pan or dish, giving space in the 
center for a firm base f<>r the tree. 
An ornamental flowerpot or jardi­ 
niere can be fashioned in this way, 
covering the outside with closely laid 
rows of twisted paper rope and scatter 
lug artificial moss around the base of 
the Christmas tree. 
Cnder this start 
the ribbons, connecting each gift to a 
miniature tree, which serves as a favor 
for each person. 
Tiny wisps of evergreen, kept, up 
right by a spool, make pretty table 
decorations at each plate. 
The spools 
can be painted red or green or can be 
covered with tinsel paper.

Mr. Hill stated, however, 
that he is already aware that the fur­ 
nace used there is in form and opera­ 
tion very much like a steam boiler, 
equipped with tubes and water jacket 
which could readily be adapted to the 
production of steam for power at the 
w aterw orks plant. 
Mr. H ill’s idea would he to install 
first a lfi-ton unit, which would be 
ample to 
serve 
the needs of the 
city for some tim e to come. 
Should 
the amount of refuse increase with 
time, a second unit could readily be 
installed. 
The proposed utilization of 
waste products before or during the 
reduction of the garbaire would not, 
of course, be in any may interfered 
with by this utilization of the heat 
generated in the combustion of solids 
of no further use, and be believes th at 
the operation of the plant could thus 
be put on a very economical basis. 
While Mr. Hill did not discuss this 
phase of the situation—the m atter 
having as yet been kept largely a 
secret—interested discussion is now 
being made of the practicability of a 
municipal light plant to supply the 
distributing system , and it is proposed 
to combine this with the pumping sta­ 
tion equipm ent, in order to elim inato 
as far as possible the overhead charg­ 
es incident to a separate plant.
